On June 20, 1964, Mrs. Lewis Edward Berry, Jr., 

705 Harold Street, Houston, Texas, telephone number JAckson 
3-6410, was interviewed at her request and she furnished the 
following information: 

Mrs. Berry stated she wonted to.,call certain 
activities of her husband, Lewis Edward'Eerry, Jr., whom 
she is divorcing, to the attention of the 
of Investigation. She stated Berry is mentally disturbed 
and extremely violent in nature, j.f, /.• ' ' <- t 

Mrs. Berry advised that at the outset she wanted" 
to point out that she has been hospitalized in the past 
for psychiatric treatment following the loss of a child. 

She stated that after taking treatments for 6 or 8 months 
she has completely recovered, 

Hr&fBerry stated that her husband made a state- 
ment to Bill: Rudersdorf, who resides on Hawthorne Street 
(possibly 'identical with William M./ Rudersdorf, 215 Hawthorne), 
to the effect that in the event Robert Kennedy is elected IJ< 
as Vice President in 1964 it will not be necessary to find 
another Oswald for he would be it. This statement vas made 
about the la6t week in May, 1964. 

Mrs. Berry advised that on June 19 > 1964, Bill 
Rudersdorf told her that Lewis Berry had either asked him 
to get for Berry a book on explosives or to get some 
explosives. She stated 6he did not recall exactly which 
he asked for at this time. She explained that Lewis Berry 
had a book on explosives and since she cannot find it in 
the house 6he believes he has it with him.

in Dallas who paid Oswald to kill President Kennedy. They 
also paid Jack Ruby to kill Oswald. The Nazi ^ p 

H. L: Hunt of Dallas is involved and that Oswald was hired du. 
to his communist connections since this would throw 
suspicion off of this group. Mrs. Berry fv le 

husband is cultivating the "Nazi" to get an entree into .his 
wealthy group in Dallas in order to obtain financial 
backing for the revolutionary group he is organizing. 

She pointed out that Lewis Berry is a leader and organizer 
and can get followers and convince them to do anything. 

She stated she does not know the names of those who are 
members of Lewis Berry's group. She 0 t a ted, hov/eyer, that 
Lewis Berry has on several occasions stated that tneie are 
many men in Houston, Texas, who would have killed President 

Kennedy, 

Mrs. Berry advised that John Killgore is a friend 
of Lewis Berry's who may know something about this group; 
however, 6he does not think John Killgore is a member. 

She stated that a girl named Cheryle^Beck, a student at the 
University of Houston, is a friend of Lewis Berry s 
be involved. Cheryle Beck was outspoken in favor of riots 
at the University of Mississippi and is extremely conservative. 
Mrs. Berry advised that on June 19 > 1964, Cheryle Beck 
c&rae by her residence looking for Lewis Eerry. Mrs. Berry 
stated there was nothing between her husband and Cheryle 
Beck other than the fact her husband used her to do 
secretarial work for his organization. 

Another individual who may be connected with 
this group, according to Mrs. Berry, is Dick Kerr, who 
has gone around Houston showing films to various groups. 

He was a close associate of Lewis Berry's although she has 
not seen him for a number of months. ^ 

Mrs. Berry stated that Baker Rob, who lives 
somewhere on the north side of Houston, is also a member 
of this group.

and a sister residing in Houston. His sister 18 J”* . n 
Dick\llcoxen, wife of a Houst<x\ florist. Mrs. Wilcoxen 
is reported to have written her father about the mental 
condition of Lewis Berry but since Lewis and his father 
are not very close to each other Mr. Berry, Sr., only 
wrote his son he should make every effort possible to 
finish lav/ school. 

Mrs. Berry adviced that her husband has said 
4. 'he has an undisclosed hideout to operate from when he 
gets financial backing and "further organized. At that 
time he will go into hiding and ho one will be able 
firid him. He hopes to finish lav/ school before this happens 
jfhd wants to take his child by Mrs.. .Berry as well as his 
Vchildren by his first wife with them in order to protect 
violence breaks out. At first he claimed he 
(e Mrs. Berry v/ith him to look after their child, 
-^months, until he reaches two years of age. After 
'he would have no further use for Mrs. Berry and would 

her. He now says he cannot trust her and cannot keep 

her around that long. * * >JS 

Lewis Berry told his v/ife that his group v/ould 
steal, kill, and take any other action necessary to gain 
their aims and eradicate those who are opposed to them. 

According to Mrs. Berry, her husband was the 
leader of the pickets v/ho demonstrated when Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk was in Houston in 1963. She stated that she also 
carried a picket sign at that time. She stated that Lewis 
Berry also participated in the picketing of a Russian shxp 
which came to the Port of Houston to load v/heat. 

Mrs, Berry advised that in February, 19 ^ 4 , Lewis 
Berry ran av/ay v/ith their son and she had to obtain en 
attorney to obtain his return. She stated that she tried 
to get her husband to./fubmit to medical treatment but he 
only went one time to a doctor and did not cooperate further. 

• She stated that Bob/ Overstreet, Executive Secretary of the 
Republican Party, Houston, Texas, knows of Berry's mental 
condition.
